Athens believes that the present Greek Government : is unlik^'iv +-n nrovide 
the firm leadership required to overcome economic and political difficulties® 
Moreover, the King and Deputy 'Prime Minister Venizeios will not move to 
overthrow the government except under strong American pressure. Strong 
American support of any party or faction would only arouse animosity 
nvainst the United States and make it difficult for Greece to obtain the 
desired stability.

Comment : The present coalition government has done little to facilitate 

the economic rehabilitation of Greece, and its policy of releasing poli/uical 
prisoners has troubled the American Embassy.
